Bu terwick’s Gas Bill. 


C ounty School S iipcrtutem lcnL 
w eek. 


[From the P h ilad e lp h ia B u lletin .] 
During one of the few cold snaps 
that we have had this W inter the gas 
meter in Mr. Butterwick’s house was 
lrozeu. Mr. Butterwick attempted to 
thaw it out by pouring hot water ovei 
it, but after spending an hour upon 
the effort he emerged from tlie contest 
with tlie meter with his feet and trou­ 
sers wet, his hair full of dust and cob­ 
webs and his temper at fever heat. 
After studying how he should get rid 
of the ice yi the meter he concluded 
to use force for the purpose, and so, 
seizing a hot poker, he jammed it 
thrwugh a vent hole and stirred it 
around inside of the meter with a con­ 
siderable amount of vigor. He felt the 
ice give way, and he heard the wheels 
buzz around with rather móre vehe­ 
mence than ustn»!. Then he went up 
stairs. 
He noticed for three or four days 
that the internal machinery of the 
meter seemed to be rattling around in 
a remarkable manner. It could be 
heard all over the house. But he was 
pleased to lind that it was working 
again in spite of the cold weather,and 
he retained bis serenity. 
About two weeks afterward tbe gas 
bill came. It accused hi in of burning 
during the quarter 1,500,000 feet of gas, 
and it called upon him to settle to the 
extent of nearly $350,000. Before Mr. 
Butterwick’s hair had had time to de­ 
scend after the first shock he put ou 
his hat and went down to the gas of­ 
fice. He addressed one of the clerks: 
“ How much gas did you make a t 
the Blank works last quarter ?” 
“ I dunno; about 1,000,000 feet, I 
reckon.” 
“ Well, you’ve charged me in my 
bill for burning 500,000 more than you 
made; I want you to correct it. 
“ Less see the bill. H m -n i-m ; this 
is all right. 
It’s taken off the meter. 
That’s what the meter says.” 
“ Spose’n it does; I couldn’t have 
burned more’n you made.” 
“ Can’t help that. The meter can’t 
lie.” 
“ Well, but how'd you account for 
the difference?” 
“ Dunno. ’Taint our business to go 
nosing and poking around after scien­ 
tific truth. We depend on the meter. 
If that says you burned 6,000,000 feet 
why you must have burned It, even if 
we never made a foot of gas out at the 
works.” 
“ To tell the honest truth,” said But- 
terwick, “ that meter was frozen, and 
I stirred it up with a poker and set it 
whizzing around.” 
“Price just the same,” said the 
clerk. "W e charge for pokers just 
like we do for ga9.” 
“ You ain’t actually going to have 
the audacity to ask me to pay $350,000 
on,account of th at poker?” 
L'lf it was $700,000 I’d take it with a 
calmness that would surprise you. 
Pay up or we’ll turn oft' your gas.” 
"Turn it off and be hanged!” ex­ 
claimed Butterwick as he emerged 
from the office tearing the bill to frag­ 
ments. 
Then he went home, and 
grasping that too lavish poker, he ap­ 
proached the meter.

A moment’s 
study of these figures w il’ enable the 
reader see that China can spare a Chi­ 
naman for cue!i man, woman or child 
in the United States and scarcely per­ 
ceive a thinning of her population. If 
but eight of every one him Ire 1 Chi­ 
nese take it into their heads to come 
over here we shall have a Chinaman 
for every person now in the United 
States. 
W hen wo compare the evil 
results w e have sustained from tlie

we

S a c r a m e n t o , March 17th.—A reso­ 
lution was a d o p t e d that the Senate 
hold evening sessions on and after 
Monday, tlie 20th inst. 
The irrigation bills were made the 
special order for to-morrow morning, 
when tlie bills will be finally disposed 
of. 
At the appointed time tho Speaker 
announced the Archer bill as the 
special order for the House. 
Roach rose and addressed the Sen­ 
ate, reviewing the history of corpora­ 
tions in the United States. 
In an­ 
swer to tiie argument of Mr. Lewis as 
to the quconstitutionality of the hill, 
he referred to the proceedings of the 
State 
Constitutional 
Convention, 
showing the Intention of the framers 
of the Constitution in this article. 
He held that the provisions cf tlie bill 
were in perfect consonance with tho 
article of the Constitution referred t >. 
Edgerton took the Hoot* in contra­ 
vention of the arguments of Lewis as 
to the unconstitutionality of the bill, 
holding that the Legislature had com ­ 
plete power in tlie premises. 
His 
ground was that public interest was 
i.;e that of the individuals or acorp< - 
ration. 
H e supported his position by 
tlie decisions of the United States Su­ 
preme Court and of tlie Supreme Court 
of the State, and by the opinions of 
legal commentators 
and 
authors. 
After reviewing the legal points of the 
question, lie discussed the merits of 
the b 1 '.The State of Ohio had tried nine 
times to legislate upon the vexed ques­ 
tion of rates of freight and had so often 
failed succeeding each time only in 
paralyzing the industries of t he State 
and raising a protest of all the busi­ 
ness men in the State. Minnesota had 
discovered the futility of the Bolter 
law. and after two years trial the Leg­ 
islature of the State unanimously re­ 
pealed the same. 
Neither in its pres­ 
ent state nor even in an amended con­ 
dition could he support the Archer 
bill. 
He went further, showing the 
discrepancies and incongruities in the 
classifications as to tlie injury which 
would ensue to short railroad lines 
under this measure. 
It was not the 
popular feeling that this bill should 
pass. He represented his constituency 
in tlieir honest and liberal opinions, 
He referred to tlie testimony of disin­ 
terested parties appearing before the 
Committee on Corporations in support 
of wliat he stated. 
He voted for the 
Freeman bill of two years since in 
obedience to the wishes of 
Ins con­ 
stituents and was now acting in the 
same capacity and for tlie reasons set 
forth he should vote against the pass­ 
age of tlie Archer bill. H e closed with 
a magnificent peroration excelling all 
previous efforts made this session. At 
tho conclusion 
of Mr. 
EdgcrlOn’s 
speech it was moved to postpone tlie 
special order till to-morrow at 10 A. M. 
Carried.
